Success of The Constitution’s cam- 
paign In the interest of Atlanta’s pub- 
lic school system is asserting itself 
through the interest which city offi- 
cials and members of council are now 
manifesting in the proposal of _ the 
board of education to issue $1,600,000 
for new high schools and a more ade- 
quate system of grammar schools. 

Members of counci! who will hold 
over for another term are today inves- 
tigating Atlanta’s school system, par- 
ticularly the two high schools, Tech 
high and the Pinglish “ommercial high 
school. 

Couficilman Chas. W. Smith, chairman 
of the tax committee, and a member 
of the bond investigating. committee, 
has actively begun a resparch of the 
statistics of the school 
plan for relief for next Segtember, and 
at the next meeting of coyncil a reso- 
lution will be offered urging Mayor 
James G. Woodward and members of 
council to submit to the people the 
question of floating an issue of $1,500,- 
000 or more of 10-year serial bonds for 
new schools to relieve the constant con- 
gestion incident to the annna! increases. 
Council will also plan for bonds for 
streets, sewers and hospitals to be sub- 
mitted along with the school bonds. 

Interest in Bonds. 

More interest is shown today in the 
school. system than at any other time 
in past years. Members of council) 
who have heretofore been apathetic 
Are ready now to meet the issues by 
immediate action, and not wait until 
feptember, when hundreds of boys and 
girls will be demanding entrance into 
all the schools. 

Council members are in a receptive 
mood and are willing to meet with the 
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committees of the board of education 
to go over the situation with a view | 
of learning for themselves just how 
much money will be needed to make a 
start in the direction of providing for 


budget whiel¥ provides for new build- 
ings to cost $1,127,000. The board fig- 
ures that $460,000 is needed for high 
gchools, Including a new building for 
the English Commercial and one for, 
the Tech hich. The budget also in- 
cludes $454,500 for new white gram- 
mar schools and $222,500 for negro 
grammar schools.

Sisters Are’ Still Alive in 
Texas, According to In- 
formation Given by Three 
Ranchmen. 


Mrs. John W. Nelms, mother of the 
missing daughters, Beatrice and Eloise, 
yesterday startled officials in San An- 
tonio, Texas, by wiring an offer of 
$10°000 for the ransom of the vanished 
girls, who are reported Dy three 
strange men to still be alive in lower 
Texas. 

Marshall Neims, brother of the girls, 
who has been in San Antonio at work 
on the disappearance mystery ever 
since The Constitution traced them into 
the west, notified his mother Tues- 
day that he had received evidence to 
the effect that both sisters could be 
produced alive. 

$10,000 for Sisters. 

This, he stated, had come in the form 
of a personal visit of three Texas 
ranchmen, who assured him that, at 
the expense of $10,000, they could re- 
cover both Beatrice and Elois Nelms, 
each of whom was still alive. 
Nelms, upon first being confronted with 
the demand, scouted it, but, upon being 
given substantial reference by the trio, 
took it under consideration.

ciation. The corporation, it was an- 
nounced, will begin business as soon 
as the first $1,000,000 of its capital 
stock is subscribed, and will have as 
its object the stabilizing of cotton val- 
ues, the securing of statistics concern- 
ing the cotton industry and the publi- 
cation of statements from time to time 
as to the condition of the cotton crop. 

Statement by Harvie Jordan. 

Harvie Jordan, president of the 
Southern Cotton association, tonight is- 
suéd the following statement concem- 
ing the plans and purposes of the ae 
corporation: 

“At an executive meeting today of 
the executive committee of the South- 
ern Cotton association, attended by 
representatives of every southern cot- 
ton-producing state, it was definitely 
decided to begin at once the organiza- 
tion of the Cotton Products company 
with a capital stock of $100,000,000. The 
company will be chartered under the 
laws of Louisiana and will maintain 
headquarters at New Orleans. It was 
organized by the Southern Cotton ag- 
sociation, co-operating with the Farm- 
ers’ union and allied organizations, 

“Subscriptions will be taken in cash 
or cotton, and if in cotton at 10 cents 
per pound,. middling basis.

ducts company will be to retire from 
the market as much of the surplus of 
the present crop as possible, and its 
first business after organization will 
be to secure loans on negotiable 
warehouse receipts on cotton held in 
storage.

HGHTING FOR GERMANY, 


BUI PAID BY BRITAIN 


King George’s Relatives in the 
Kaiser’s Army Drawing Pen- 
sions From England. 


London, November 25.—The question 
whether bie annuities were \being paid 
certain relatives of the reigning royal 
family when members of their families 
were fighting for Germany against 
Great Britain was raised in the house 
of commons today by William Young, 
member of parliament for Penthshire. 

Mr. Young asked Premier Asquith 
whether he was aware that Prince 
Albert of Schleswig-Holstein, son of 
Princess Christian, pf Schleswig-Hol- 
stetn, a daughter of the late Queen 
Victoria and aunt of King George, was 
with the German army; whether the 
prince was in this country at the out- 
break of the war and whether any 
effort had been made to detain him. 

Mr. Asquith replied curtly that he 
had been informed that Prince Albert 
“was serving in a military capacity 
in Germany,” but that he had no knowl- 
edge when he left England. Mr. Young 
then suggested that the status of the 
prince’s family, who he said evidently 
were German citizens, should be in- 
quired into. He asked the premier 
whether he considered it “just and ex- 
pedient -that the British Laken sere 
should pay $30,000 a year for the up 
keep of this family.’ .To this Mr. As~- 
quith made no response. 

The propriety of continuing a similar 
pension to the Duchess of Albbany, 
widow of a son of Queen Victoria, 
whose son, the Duke of Saxe-Cobure 
and Gotha, is fighting for Germany, 
also has been questioned.

The large German forces which on No- 
vember 20 broke into the regions of 
Strykow, Brezeziny, Koluszki, Rzgow 
and Tuszyn (all these places are in the 
vicinity of Lodz), are pressed on every 
side by our troops and are now at- 
tempting by a supreme effort to cut 
through toward the north. 

“South of Koluszki station some 
scattered units are roaming about We 
captured prisoners, some heavy ordn- 
ance and field guns. 

“The outcome of the battle of No- 
vember 24 was to our advantage. 

“In the fighting near Ozenstochowa 
and Cracow our troops manifestly have 
the upper hand. 

“Beyond the Carpathian passes we 
are surrounding large bodies of Aus- 
trian troops in the vicinity of Mezol- 
aborez. In this region we captured a 
general, forty officers, more than 3,000 
soldiers and convoys and machine guns. 
Near the pass giving access to the 
Hungarian plain, we occupy the city of 
Homeonna.” 


German Retreat Resembles Rout. 


On the entire front of the Vistula 
and Warta rivers the Germans have 
begun a retreat, according to meagre 
reports from the front. At some points 
it is said, the movement resembles a 
rout. ; 

One detachment of Germans in the 
recent fighting before Lodz, which re- 
ports arriving here assert, was cut 
to pieces by the Russians, is said to 
have been on the point of executing 
a coup, disguised as Russians. It is 
said that they wore the caps which 
form part of the Caucasian regiments’ 
uniform. They were detected Dy Rus- 
sian officers, who noted through their 
field glasses slight differences in the 
uniforms and equipment of the Ger- 
mans, according to the story. The 
Germans were just ready to turn the 
Russian flank. 

The Army Messenger says the Ger- 
mans are making. attack after attack 
in an attempt to break. the Russign 
forces north of Lodz, but without sue- 
cess. The Austro-German army is 
staking all on this battle, it adds, 

The newspaper says that on the 
Galician front the Russian offense is 
becoming more energetic and is re- 
ducing the enemy to a state of im- 
potence.

Columbia, 8. C., November 25.—Gov- 
ernor Blease today granted pardons 
paroles and commutations to 101 pris- 
oners serving terms in the penitentiary 
and on the countw chaingangs. Includ- 
ed in the list were sixteen prisoners 
serving Wife terms for murder, thirty- 
one serving terms from two to thir- 
ty years for manslaughter and fifty- 
four serving terms for minor offenses. 
There were fifty-four white men, for- 
ty-six negroes and one Indian in the list. 
One murderer, condemned to die, was 
siven a commutation to five years’ im- 
prisonment. The prisoners will be lib- 
erated tomorrow. Several of the pa- 
roles are conditioned on the recipients’ 
abstinence from strong drink.

He arrived tn Atlanta Wednesday for 
a visit of three days in interest of his 
local investments. 

“The most encouraging outlook I 
can perceive,” he said to a reporter for 
The Constitution, “is the manner in 
which the big firms of the larger cities 
are renewing activities in the southern 
field. A short time ago, traveling men 
were being taken off the road in large 
numbers, but now they are being sent 
back into their territories in greater 
numbers than at any time in recent 
years.

THE CHURCH THE SUFFERER. 

In a spirit of sweet reasonableness and 
not of interference, The Constitution de 
plores the controversy that is threatening to 
rend one of the foremost churches of Atlanta. 
Our concern is not to tender gratuitous coun- 
sel, but with the welfare and development 
and mission of the church itself, which no 
good citizen may see subjected to menace 


without: grave misgivings. For, after all is | 


said and done, it is the church that has for 
ages been the rock of refuge for humanity, 
the great fortress of safety and sanity 
against which the tides of sin and vice and 
injustice and reaction might beat in vain. 
Men lean on the church when all else mate- 
rial fails. If, then, the @hurch weakens itself 
by arbitrary and violent methods, especially 
in an age that has set its face against intol- 
erance and bigotry; if by setting up narrow 
and dictatorial standards, and applying the 
lash to those who are disposed to follow 
their conscience where it conflicts with such 
standards, it is the church itself that is the 
chief sufferer.” 

The Constitution has before this protest- 
ed against the spirit of ecclesiastical pro- 
scription. There is a slavery of the con- 
science that is worse than a slavery of the 
body. It is possible to imprison the body and 
tyrannize over it, and still preserve the spirit 
and the conscience in all its freedom. But 
when a minister invades the immemorial and 
mysterious God-given right of conscience, 
substituting for it a fixed ecclesiastical man- 
date, he courts the spirit of rebellion that for 
centuries has burned in men’s 
against religious despotism. 

At intervals in the history of all denonfil- 
nations we find instances of explosive minis- 
ters whose antics unfortunately do not react 
on them as much as on the church itself. It 
is the organization that sustains the shock 


bosoms 


of super-enthusiastic partisanship or of too 
zealous fanaticism. If the consequences re- 
acted only on the individual responsible for 
them that would be a matter more or less 
of indifference. But when it is the church 
itself that is made to suffer it is a matter 
for general concern. 

One of the blackest chapters in American 
history is that written in the witch-burning 
era of New England. Church proscription 
was back of that program, and the perpetra- 
tors claimed for themselves the sanction of 
Deity. America itself is largely populated 
with descendants of those who came here to 
escape religious slavery. High civic ideals 
and the church itself have thrived only as 
that fact has been remembered. 

Fortunately, modern religion has opened 
its windows to the light and banished the 
specter of ecclesiastical intolerance. Unfor- 
tunately, there are occasional local revivals 
of the old witch-burning and baiting spirit. 
Unfortunately, too, the men whom it drives 
from the church are not confined to those 
nominated in the proscription. Others, their 
friends and neighbors, fear that later en- 
croachments will be along other lines; that 
the attack on the right of conscience having 
succeeded at one point, arbitrary authority 
may make an attempt at another. 

In keen knowledge of what the church 
has done for the race, and for society and 
civilization, The Constitution regrets any de- 
velopment that exposes it to the peril of 
impaired influence. As at all other times in 
history, men today need the church; need 
an actual spiritual, sympathetic entity, not a 
harsh, inflexible, medieval creation of terror 
and tyranny. 

The compass of conscience is the surest 
guide. The church is dangerously ill-advised 
that submerges that God-created instrument, 
substituting standards of ministerial con- 
struction—holing in one church and not 
applying in another—and laying the lash to 
those of its neighbors who do not subscribe.

Every thinking man, 
whether he be laborer or millionaire, is 
a bull on the U. S. He who grasps op- 
portunity shall succeed.

KING COTTON’S 
RIGHT-HAND MAN 


E. Lee Worsham, of Atlanta, 
Who Works Behind 
the Throne. 


Atlanta, Ga., November 25, 1914. 
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(Thomas R. Shipp, tn Harper’s Weekly.) 

Manufacturers and others throughout the 
United States were startled recently when 
it was discovered that.the souéh, generally 
regarded as an agricultural section, had go 
increased its number of cotton mills as to 
use more cotton than all the factories of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and the other 
northern states put together. 
_ Despite the great problems created by 
the European war, cotton is still king in 
the south. But little has been heard of the 
man behind the throne of King Cotton. This 
man who is doing so much for the south 
is a somewhat slender, unassuming southern 
gentleman, in the early half of his fourth 
decade—E. Lee Worsham, of Atlanta, who 
still, much to his dislike, is honored with 
the title of “Professor” because of a harm- 
less slip in his early youth when in floun- 
dering about at the close of his college work 
in the Georgia State university he made 
the mistake of accepting an instructorship 
in biology for two years. 


It was after some post-graduate work at 
Cornell university that Worsham was ap- 
pointed Georgia’s state entomologist in 1907, 
and while in this office, which he still holds, 
he saved the “kingdom” by successfully 
waging war against the hostile hordes 
which threatened the realm of King Cotton 
—the boll weevil and the wilt, or black root 

The average reader, who may not recog- 
nize his and the nation’s financial interest in 
cotton, probably knows and cares little for 
the boll weevil or the wilt, and for the sake 
of the general reader the question of dollars 
and cents, of universal interest, should be 
introduced. , 

The cgtton crop of the thirteen cotton- 
growing states last year amounted to $800,- 
000,000, according to the report of the de- 
partment of agriculture. To give the dollar- 
and-cents reader a proper valuation of Mr. 
Worsham’s successful achievement, it will 
suffice to say that the boll weevil alone can 
easily destroy 50 to 75 per cent of the crop, 
and has destroyed 90. Mr. Worsham has 
checked this loss. Substantial evidence of 
the high regard in which is held in his 
home state is shown by the way Georgia 
legislators have boosted Mr. Worsham’s sal- 
ary in a vain effort to recompense him for 
the great work he is doing for Georgia and 
the south. 

Great as has been his victory against the 
invading hordes, it has come as the result 
of a powerless, bloodless war. Mr. Worsham 
favors explosives only in the system of sub- 
soiling@ or vertical farming, to which, like 
all farmers of the modern school, he is a 
convert. 

His campaign has been successfully 
waged through the development of a new 
cotton, through the crossing and recrossing 
of varieties. He has thus developed a cotton 
that will mature before the arrival of the 
flying squadrons of boll weevil,,and which 
avill not wilt. as has been tne trouble with 
other early-maturing cottons. 

But this is not a treatise on farming. 
Mr. Worsham’s valuable discoveries for sav- 
ing the cotton and other crops have been 
brought to the attention of every farmer in 
the south, through his articles in farm mag- 
azines, his lectures and other media. By the 
southern agriculturist he is already well 
known. 

It ig the purpose of this article to intro- 
duce to others an interesting personality, 
one of the foremost scientists of the day, a 
man who has done much for the south and 
added much to the wealth of the nation. 

Worsham is a conservationist, and in 
recognition of his great work along the 
lines of conservation in helping save the 
cotton of the south and his untiring work 
with the National Conservation congress, he 
was elected prgsident of the congress. tie 
was for years chairman of its executive 
committee. 


Worsham has an engaging personality, 
a droll humor and is an entertaining talker 
on many subjects, though he is a “bug” on 
bugs. He is tall and thin, a_ soft-voiced 
southerner, with smooth, tanned face, light- 
brown hair and brown eyes—eyes which 
were once of the dreamy sort in the back- 
ward boy who wrote poetry because he lack- 
ed boldness to express himself directly to 
the fair southern belles. 

Rut fate and a wise father decreed 
against the embryonic poet. “There’s a plow 
out in the field,’’ said “Old Man Bob’ Wor- 
sham, Lee’s father, “and if you look as good 
behind it as those two. mules do in front of 
it, you’ll be all right. Also, you'll be a solid 
citizen and make a little money. But no 
more of those poems.” 

Lee Worsham saw the point. One season 
he saw their entire crop ruined by the black 
root—all the hard work of a season gone 
for naught: The poetic mind, with a love 
for ballads and lyrics, was given a scientific 
twist, and the south, the nation as a whole, 
has profited. 

He left the University of Georgia in 1904, 
with the degree of bachelor of science, and 
with the well-defined purpose in his mind 
to put an end to every bug that blighted a 
crop and every disease that threatened 
plants, shrubs and trees. 


After his graduate work at Cornell uni- 
versity, Worsham entered the federal sery- 
ice in the department of agriculture at 
Washington, but was shortly called to ac- 
cept the position of state entomologist in his 
native state of Georgig3. Recently he was 
prominently considered for assistant secre- 
tary of agriculture, but he felt that he had 
a few more bugs down south to kill. 

Worsham works unceasingly at his duties 
as leader in the fight against crop-destroy- 
ing diseases and insects. His headquarters 
are at Atlanta, but he travels almost con- 
tinually, forming cottofi-breeders’ and farm- 
ers’ clubs, lecturing at universities and to 
farmers from special trains, and answering 
thousands of letters asking for advice in 
the farmers’ continuous warfare against the 
pests that threaten their crops.

GIRLS AT ENGLISH COMMERCIAL 
HIGH SCHOOL FORCED TO WEAR 
GLASSES, LIGHTING IS SO POOR 


---Mrs. A. J. Wise 


More than two-thirds of the girls who 
attend the English Commercial High school 
are forced to wear eyeglasses because of 
the inadequate lighting of that building, ac- 
cording to Mrs. A. T. Wise, principal of the 
school. 

The English Commercial is located in the 
old annex of the Crew street school. The 
building is in an alarming state of dilapida- 
tion. The only remedy for the condition is a 
new building, for whieh the board has pro- 
vided $100,000 in its budget for 1915. 

When the English Commercial was taken 
away from the Girls’ High School, there were 
only 142 students in the classes. At the 
present time the school is training 261 girls. 

The reason the school was forced to get 
individual quarters was because it was 
crowded out of the Girls’ High school. 

“The school has grown in proportion to 
every other school in the city,” Mrs. Wise 
said, “and at present it is necessary for the 
city to provide additional quarters. The 


classes cannot be taught much longer in 
this building, if the city expects to get the 
best results. 

“We are now crowded to the utmost; in 
fact, we have not got enough room for a 
library. There is barely space in the build- 
ing to place the girls, and next year, when 
it is expected that the increase will be about 
150 over the number of students now in at- 
tendance, the conditions will be dreadful. 

“The school is doing good work. This 
fact is testified to by hundreds of business 
men who ‘have taken our graduates into 
their places of business. 

“Last year we graduated forty girls, and 
fourteen out of the class had positions three 
weeks before they graduated.” 

Every available inch of space has been 
made use of by the school in an effort to 
give the children comfort. The typewriter 
room, where fifty-two girls are constantly 
at. practice, is dark even when the sun is 
Shining brightest. 


“A Brave Newspaper”

The Holland Letter 


Probably the sense of gratification which 
will be felt in the business world of the 
United States on Thanksgiving day will be 
due to the promise and practical assurance 
of a revival of business activity, the first 
symptoms of which will be evident soon 
after the first of the new year. Already the 
managers of some of the larger industrial 
corporations are confident that they will 
spend a more pleasant Thanksgiving this 
year than was their lot in 1913. For these 
managers are already beginning to contem- 
plate a renewal of dividend payments ,some 
time in the winter or early Spring, according 
as their next half-year begins. Many of 
the large corporations found it expedient to 
suspend dividend payments beginning two 
years ago, and others, like the United States 
Steel corporation, have found it the part of 
wisdom to reduce the dividend rate. Now, 
with the promise of continued purchases by 
Europe in the United States and in enormous 
amounts of manufactured commodities, there 
are the best reasons for thinking that earn- 
ings will be so good that it will be prac- 
ticable to resume dividend payments in the 
late winter or early spring. 

That is one of the best of the signs that 
hint at returning business activity. Holders 
of stocks in some of the manufacturing cor- 
porationg have had a lean year or two and 
in July of this year there seemed to be no 
prospects that this leanness would pass away 
for a long time. Now the prospects are of 
the best and from all over the country, at 
least east of the Mississippi river, there 
come to this city reports of various resump- 
tions not merely of normal activity but in 
addition activity such as these manufat- 
turers have never known. 


Difficult to Obtain Details. 


It is difficult to obtain details which tell 
the story of this enormous international 
trade which has come to us as a conse- 
quence of the European war. But there do 
pass from lips to lips authentic reports tell- 
ing of the daily orders whieh. some of our 
manufacturing establishments are now re- 
ceiving. They run all the way from $100,000 
a day to $1,000,000 the next day, and 80 on, 
orders of that kind being now daily received 
by many of the manufacturing concerns. 

Sometimes reports that seem to be wide 
apart reach New York, one telling of great 
activity in certain districts and another re- 
porting continued business stagnation. That 
is noticeably true of the reports which come 
from New England. Some of them tell of 
unprecedented activity, requiring day and 
night opération of the factories and consid- 
erable enlargement of the plants through 
hiring of available buildings. On the other 
hand, the reports from New England are 
that general wentnel does not show much 
sign of any improvement. 

These reports, however, are not incon- 
sistent. The great manufacturing plants 
are only beginning to turn out an enormous 
output representing orders from across the 
sea. It takes a little while for stimulus of 
that kind to reach from the manufacturers 
to the retail merchants and the small manu- 
facturers. Therefore, those in New England 
who speak of business conditions as still not 
very good are referring to present condi- 
tions, although recently it has been observed 
that there is an undertone of hope in some 
of the statements received here from New 
England. 


From the Middle West. 


From the middle west have been received 
reports within a few days which suggest 
that people who dwell there may feel a 
sense of gratitude upon the Thanksgiving 
holiday. Many of the great manufacturers 
in the middle west maintain headquarters 
or agencies in this city. Some of these re- 
port that they are now straining every nerve 
in order to secure the facilities which they 
need if they are to meet the demands made 
upon them for their commodities. This is 
understood to be especially true of Michigan. 
Some of the great manufacturing establish- 
ments in that state are increasing’ their 
plants and taking on skilled labor with the 
promise of steady time and good pay. In 
Wisconsin, there has been observed a grati- 
fying increase in manufacturing activity and 
the reports from one of the largest manu- 
facturing establishments in that state indi- 
cate that its managers believe that the year 
1915 will be identified as the year of recov- 
ery from business stagnation and the setting 
in of activity such as the country has never 
known. 

In and around Cincinnati, according to 
reports received in this city, there begins 
to be observed large increase in manufactur- 
ing operations. Some of these are necessary 
in order to facilitate the operation of some 
of the factories in New England which are 
now occupied with earnest attempt to meet 
the heavy demands made upon them, princi- 
pally by England, but to some extent by 
France. 

Another factor Which causes men of 
business experience to feel in this Thanks- 
giving season as they have not felt upon 
like occasions for several years is the ten- 
dency which has been observed for such 
demand for American stocks as will be like-

This is the day upon which the average 
American eats himself into a comatose con- 
dtion in the effort to express his thankful- 
ness over what he hag or hasn’t gotten dur- 
ing the past year.

twelve months.

health during the past year, and have suf- 
fered from expensive and engrossing dis- 
eases, but they have not had to be operated 
upon for cannon balls in the thorax. 

Other Americans are only working a few 
days a week. Yet when they consider how 
they might be working regularly digging 
trenches all night and dodging shells all day, 
they are almost supernaturally content. 

Still other citizens have lost their prop- 
erty by fire recently, and in ordinary years 
would now be celebrating Thanksgiving with 
snorts of derision. But this year they can 
hardly hold enough turkey to express their 
gratitude. If they were Belgians they would 
not have lost their dwellings by fire, but the 
cellars would also have been blown out of 
shape and rendered useless for rebuilding 
purposes. |

No one doubts that 
Belgium, unless in the event of victory of 
the allies she receives a sufficient indemnity 
from Germany, will be compelled to say to 
those from whom she has borrowed, “We 
cannot pay our debt.” 

Fortunately, only in an indirect way 
would this method of liquidating national 
indebtedness affect the United States. We 
have not lent much money abroad, at least 
to states whose financial standing is in dan- 
ger. But we shall probably be called upon 
to aid in the reconstruction financially of 
the nations that have suffered by war. From 
one viewpoint that may be an advantage, 
but from another the disadvantages may be 
great. However, this is but a conjecture. 
The fact remains that unexpectedly at this 
Thanksgiving season the prospects are ex- 
cellent for an early revival of American do- 
mestic business and for the restoration of 
dividends which for a year or two have been 
passed by some of our large industries.
